July third 
of 1919 is passing 
as 
quietly in Gettysburg as many other 
hot. days that have 
passed and will 
past this summer. 
W ithin the limits 
of the town nothing unusual has hap­ 
pened to 
disturb the daily 
routine 
while out on West Confederate ave­ 
nue and in the fields to the east there 
cart 
be seen 
only the remains 
of 
abandoned Camp Colt sizzling beneath 
the rays of a midsummer sun. 
On July third 
of 1863, however, 
G ettysburg presented a far different 
appearance 
from the present time. 
The town was 
in the hands 
of the 
rebel army, turmoil reigned, ami Gen­ 
eral Pickett was charging that now 
quiet field southwest of town to hurl 
the flower of the South against the 
Union forces at bloody angle. 
In the first edition printed ufter 
the battle took place the Adams Sen­ 
tinel and General Advertiser of July 
7, 1863, sums up the events 
of the 
three historic days in an article head­ 
ed “Gettysburg and 
the W ar” which 
reads: 
“The days past have developed a 
terrible yet glorious reality terrible 
in the destruction of our homes, our 
1 air farm s ami friendly firesides, the 
slaughter of thousands and the m ang­ 
ling of tens of thousands of our fel­ 
low men, our friends, ami many 
of 
them our own 
kindred, our fathers, 
our brothers, our husbands, our lov­ 
ers, our sons. 
Terrible in the din, the 
dread, the dire destruction of war in 
the most appalling form . 
“Glorious in the fruits gathered, 
the vindication of truth, the triumph 
of right, 
the victory achieved 
for 
Liberty, Justice, the Union and good 
governm ent. 
“On Friday, the 26 ult, a hostile 
force consisting of cavalry, came to 
our town. 
They remained all night 
taking what 
they wanted, 
Robbing 
the stores and dwellings of food and 
valuables, ami leaving what was of 
no use to them selves. 
The surrender 
of the place, with $5000 in gold ami 
silver, ami other 
supplies of which 
they were 
in need were 
haughtily 
demanded 
ami 
manfully 
refused. 
Saturday these passed

what they had furnished in the room 
of what they hail stolen. “

in a neighboring province, establishing therein an 
arbitrary government, aud enlarging Ms boundaries, 
so as to render it at once un example and fit in­ 
strument for introducing the same absolute rule 
into these colonies; 
For taniug away our charter*, abolishing our 
most valuable laws, and altering, fundamentally, tile 
forms of our governments; 
For suspending our own legislatures, and declar­ 
ing themselves invested with power to legislate for 
us iii alt case* whatsoever. 
Ile has abdicated government here, by declaring us . 
out of Id* protection, and waging war against us. 
Ile has plundered our seas, ravaged our coast*, 
burned our towns, and destroyed lite lives of our 
people. 
Ile Is at till* time transporting lar,*rc armies of 
foreign mercenaries to complete Hie work* of death, 
desolation, and tyranny, already begun with cir­ 
cumstances of cruelty and |>erfldy scarcely paralleled 
In the most barbarous ages, and totally unworthy 
the head of a civilised nation. 
Ile has constrained our feliow-cltlzcu*, taken cap­ 
tive on the high seas, to bear anus against their 
country, to become the executioners of their friends 
and brethren, or lo fall themselves by their bunds. 
He ha* excited domestic Insurrection among us, 
and has endeavored to bring on the Inhabitant* of 
our frontiers the merciless Indian savages, win we 
known rule of warfare is aa undistinguished destruc­ 
tion of all ages, sexes, and conditions. 
Iii every stage of these oppressions we have peti­ 
tioned for redrew* lu the most humble terms; our 
lepeated petition* have been answered only by re­ 
peated Injury. 
A prince whose character is thus 
marked by every act which may define a tyrant, Is 
unlit to be the ruler of a free {ample. 
.Nor have we been wanting iii our attention* to 
our British brethren. 
We have wattled them, from 
time to time, of attempts by their legislature to ex­ 
tend nu unwarrantable jurisdiction over us. 
We 
have reminded them of the circumstances of our 
emigration and settlement here. 
We have appealed 
to their native justice and magnanimity; and we 
have conjured them, by the ties of our common kilt- 
drcd, to disavow these usurpations, which would in­ 
evitably interrupt our connections and correspond­ 
ence. 
They, too, have been deaf to Hie voice of 
Jti*;he and <onsanguinity. 
We must, therefore, ac- 
quies<« in the necessity which denounce* our separa­ 
tion, aud hold them, as we hold Hie rest of mankind, 
enemies in war, in peace friend*. 
We, therefore, the Hepresentative* of the United 
States of America, in General Congress assembled, 
appealing to the Supreme Judge of the world tor the 
rectitude of our intentions, do, in the name and by 
Ute authority of the good people of these colonies, 
solemnly publish and declare, That these butted 
Colonies are, and of right ought to be free and In­ 
dependent state*; that they are absolved from ail 
allegiance to the British crown, arid that all political 
connection between them and the state of Great 
Britain Is, and ought to be, totally dissolved; and 
thut as free and independent states, they have full 
power to levy war, conclude peace, contract al­ 
liance*, establish commerce, aud do all other act* 
aud tilings which Independent state* may of right 
do. 
And, for the supinirt of this declaration, with 
a ti nu reliance on the protection of Divine Provi­ 
dence, we mutually pledge to each other our live*, 
our fortunes, and our sacred honor.
